One-Millionth 
Meter Installed 
By Edison Co.

The Southern California Edi­ 
son Company, today connected | 
the one-millionth meter to its i 
electric service lines.

The historic meter was install­ 
ed at 11:45 o'clock this morning! 
at the new home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Dale B. Lillywhite, 8652 La Tre- 
molina Lane, in the Friendly 
Hills section of Whittier.

W. C. Mullendore, Edison Com­ 
pany president, personally con­ 
nected the special gold-plated 
meter, Number 1,000,000, in com­ 
pany with Mr. and Mrs. Lilly- 
white, Public Utilities Commis­ 
sioner Harold P. Huls, Mayor P. 
J. O'Melia of Whittier. and W. 
L. Phillips, Manager of the Edi­ 
son Company's Whittier District. 
Members of the Edison Company 
Board of Directors, officers of 
the company, and managers of 
the 32 Edison districts in Central 
and Southern California, also 
were present.

Mr. and Mrs. Lillywhite were 
guests of honor at a luncheon in 
Whittier commemorating the 
event. The luncheon was attend­ 
ed by public officals, civic lead­ 
ers, and Edison Company exec­ 
utives.

"The installation of the com­ 
pany's one-millionth meter is an 
especially significant event for 
Southern California, as well as 
for the company," Mullendore 
said. "This occasion spotlights 
the unprecedented growth and 
development of the 18.500 square 
mile area served by the com­ 
pany, and the tremendous influ­ 
ence this program in the West 
has had upon the State and the 
entire Nation."

Indicative of the progress 
made by Southern California and 
the Edison Company during the 
past 55 years ,thc Edison Com­ 
pany's parent company, the West 
Side Lighting Company, had, in 
1896, a plant investment of $11,- 
000; a steam-electric generating 
station, with a capacity of 60 
kilowatts, and a total connected 
load of five eommerical arc lights 
and three street arcs. Today, the 
company serves more than a mil­ 
lion meters, its territory includes 
approximately 3,000,000 people 
and Its plant investment amounts 
to more than $600,000,000.

Control System Developed 
Improved Anti-Aircraft Fire

Developement of a new and i its location into a computer, or 
for more effective firecontrol ' "electrical thinking machine,"
system for the automatically 

anti-aircraft artillery 
has been announced by Bell Tele­ 
phone Laboraties, research and 
development unit of Bell Tele­ 
phone System, with the appro­ 
val of the Army Ordnance Corps 
for whom the project was under­ 
taken, according to A. B. Smith, 
manager of the Pacific Tele­ 
phone and Telegraph Company.

The new fire-control system- 
a virtual maze of wires, resis­ 
tances, .switches and vacuum 
tubes   is already in production 
by the Western Electric Com­ 
pany, manufacturing and supply 
unit of the Bell System, also 
operating under an Army Or­ 
dnance contract.

The new system is an out­ 
growth   with many radical 
improvements   of the famous 
Bell Laboratories electrical gun 
director and its associated radar 
systems, which proved remark­ 
ably effective against Nazi 
planes and "buz bombs" in 
World War II. This earlier fire- 
control system, a major "sec­ 
ret weapon" of the war, worked 
almost entirely automatically.

Radar found and "tracked" 
a hostile plane, and fed contin- 
uo   information concerninng

which was the heart of the sys­ 
tem. At the same time, data 
relating to wind velocity, muz­ 
zle velocity of the shells, te*v-| 
perature and similar factors, 
were given to the computer. 
This machine then calculated 
automatically where a shell 
should explode to bring the plane 
down and automatically aimed 
the guns to do just that.

The new fire-control system. 
adaptable to firing either 90. or 
120 mm. anti-aircraft batter­ 
ies, operates on the same gen­ 
eral principles as its predeces­ 
sor, but many improvements and 
refinements have been incorpor­ 
ated. As a result, it is far more 
effective and flexible than tho 
World War II version.

Electric in the Bell System for 
many years, the manager said, 
has provided an ideal working 
arrangement for ensuring com­ 
plete coordination between re­ 
search and developement on the 
one hand and manufacturing on' 
the other in putting these new 
and highly complex fire-contrel 
systems in production.
